To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of the poor, for the building and 
repairing of bridges, and other necessary charges arising 
in said town for the ensuing year. 

srd. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for repairs of highways for the ensuing year , 

4th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the benefit of the Public Library . 

5th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day . 
~ 6th, To'see what provision the town will vote to make 
in relation to furnishing the town with a hearse for the en .— 
suing year. 

7th. To see if the town will vote to observe ‘‘Old Home 
Week’ and make appropriation therefor . 

8th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the permanent improvement. ef 
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highways in addition to what is now required by law to be 
raised and appropriated for the permanent improvement 
of highways under the provision of an Act entitled, ‘An act 
to provide for State aid and for the expenditure of other 
public moneys in the permanent improvement of main high- 
ways throughout the State’, passed by the New eee 
shire General Court, iene Session 1905. 


(9th. To-see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to sell the land, which the town has acquired through 
the non-payment of taxes, and which the town holds 
deeds for .

HILLS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


At a special town meeting, duly called for the purpose, 
on the first day of September, 1908, a proposition was sub- 
mitted by Alfred K”, Hills, M.D. to erect a library at his 
own expense upona certain tract of land then owned hy the: 
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town, and known as the ‘‘ Library Lot’’—to be called ‘* Hills 
Memorial Library’’,in memory of his deceased wife, Ida 
Virginia (Creutsborg) Hills. 

The proposition which was accompanied by plans and 
specifications was accepted by a unanimous vote of all pre- 
sent at the meeting. 

The erection of the building was commenced in the early 
part of October, by the contractor, Mr Duff, of Boston,un- 
der the supervision of the architect, Mr. Ripley, also of 
Boston . 

The work has been continued with little cessation to the 
present time; at which, it is nearing completion ,although 
considerable yet remains to be done before it will be entire- 
ly finished , 

Provided it shall be completed in season to admit of it— 
which now seems most probable—it is the desire of 
Doctor Hills, that the library be dedicated with appro- 
priate services, and formally presented to the town, on 
the eleventh day of June next—the anniversary of the mar- 
riage of Alfred Kimball Hills and Ida Virginia Creutzborg . 

Upon the wall, under the portico, is a bronze tablet bear- 
ing the following inscriptoin . 

‘‘In Memory of Ida Virginia Creutzborg, wife of Alfred 
Kimball Hills, this library is erected by her mother and 
husband .”’

Your School Board submit the twenty fourth annual 
report for the year ending March 1, 1909. 

Since the report of last year the problem of a new school 
house has been met and solved we believe to the satisfaction 
of the district by theerection of a substantial two room 
house located at Hudson Centre . 

We would express the thanks of the citizens of the town 
to the donors of the building lot. Mr. John Wentworth 
and the Misses Souvina and jArvilla Hambletfor their very 
generous gift of the use of the land for school purposes .

Mr.J.E. Wignot:— 

Dear Sir:—I have to report to you very good progress, 
for the most part, during the year in the music department 
of the Hudson Schools. There has been only one change 
inthe material used, this being the introduction at the 
Center School, of Aikens Music Course, which replaces the 
books burned . This course was selected partly because it 
is well adapted to rural schools, and it also provided un- 
familiar work, which is always an advantage where ever 
possible . 

The children in both classes in this school have made 
good progress, and much credit is due both Miss Deering 
and Miss Robinson . 

At the Webster School Miss Sanders has a class of which 
any teacher might be proud, and the same may be said for 
Miss Walch. Miss Walch has, in addition to her own work 
kindly undertaken the music in Mr. Perkins room , 

In this class the lessons have been very irregular. Many 
times there has been but two lessons a week, often only one, 
sometimes noneat all, For this reasonit has been im- 
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possible to do the usual amount of work. I hope during” 
the next term it may be possible to give more time to the 
study in this class. I would like to say that Miss Walch 
always gives her earnest endeavors to this work, and she 
certainly deserves thanks, and appreciation from all . 

In the fifth and sixth grades in this school the -music 
seems to be the bugbear of every teacher and I think the 
trouble is just this, the teachers seem to doubt their abil- 
ity to teach it, and are reluctant about taking it up. At 
the present time I know there are many children in this 
class who have been well drilled in the lower grades, who 
like music, have always worked hard, and would be willing 
to keep on if the usual daily lesson was given, all being re- 
quired to do their part. There are also those I am well 
aware, who cause trouble by their refusal to work, exhaust 
ing the patience of the teacher, and wasting much valuabl 
time. It is not surprising that the teacher becomes dis- 
couraged, nor can we wonder at the disgust manifested bw 
the children who try . id a 

There is only good to say of Miss Fay’s work at No. 9 
School. There has been much improvement in all ways 
The written work being especially good. At No. 1 School 
there is always great interest in this work, and in nearly all 
ways satisfactory results have been attained during the past 
year .

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the Commitiee or the School District of the Town of 
Hudson, 


I have the honor to submit my second annual report: 
THE SCHOOL WORK 


Lookiiy at the work of this year as a whole, I believe 
substantial gains have been made. As planned in my last 
report, a teachers’ meeting including all teachers from: 
Hudson, Salem and Atkinson was held in the spring, at 
which every detail of the course of study was carefully con- 
sidered and many changes made, Weak spots were found 
where revision was necessary in order that the best results 
might be obtained from every moment of the school year , 
The field of reading and arithmetic was most carefully cov- 
ered . 

No other subject in our curriculum approaches in 1m- 
portance that of reading, which 1s the basis of good work in 
all the others. By reading is meant ‘‘ability to obtain 
thought from the printed page’. Some pupils do this in a 
halting, stumbling, fashion but get more of the meaning 
than those who are merely able to pronounce the words 
glibly and smoothly. Iam convinced that, given a proper 
start, any child may become a good reader and, given a poor 
start,no child can be a good reader except in very rare cases. 
The first two years of the primary school settle the question 


60 ear adm > 
of capable reading later in life. After a stock of words has 
been learned, reading sentences as wholes should be insisted 
upon all the time. Most of the teachers are doing this 
‘work well . 

It was decided at our meeting, to drop all so called ‘‘ read- 
ers’’ after the third year when books,each a complete piece, 
should be given, A certain amount of time (three years in 
our course of study) is necessary to master the mechanics 
of reading, that is, learn ‘‘how to read’’. Then, if proper 
material is not given, the pupil approaches the reading les- 
son as a disagreeable task and misses entirely the object 
of his efforts. The cause of this is justly laid at the door 
of our fourth and fifth readers. They are chopped up col- 
lections of pieces which ought to be given entire. Of course, 
one book could not do this without being too large for use . 
Hence, we are furnishing the children, after the third year, 
nothing but the best supplementary reading books of myths, 
ancient history, geography, nature stories, early pioneer 
and colonial life, English and United States history, and 
many works of our best literature. It costs more to do this 
but it pays. 

From my observation and from the experience of the 
teachers, I believe the work in arithmetic should be narrow- 
ed to the essential topics, The State Program of Studies 
has this to say on the subject: ‘‘ School boards are especial- 
ly cautioned that good results in arithmetic are not propor- 
tioned to prolonged study of the subject, but rather to 
skillful teaching. The first six years of school life are or- 
dinarily sufficient for all arithmetic needed, except for 
special service like banking, eight are allowed”. Nine 
years have been allowed in our schools until last year when 
the time was cut down to eight andahalf. Iknow that the

work can be well done in eight years, if the non-essential 
parts are eliminated from the field. By non-essentials, I 
mean compound proportion, cube root, complex fraction, 
foreign exchange, etc. Better results will be obtained by 
turning all our energy upon the four fundamental processes, 
common and decimal fractions, percentage, single entry 
bookkeeping, and mensuration,devoting eight years to this 
work and giving a whole year to algebra. This amount of 
algebra is now required for entrance to the Nashua High 
School . 

Several new language books have been introduced dur- 
ing the year which have yielded good results especially 
with the younger and less experienced teachers. The prin- 
ciples of technical grammar should be taught in the seventh 
and eighth grades and a whole year left for the study of 
Latin. Grammar is necessarily'a dry subject, and I think 
children,by the end of the eighth year, have gleaned all they 
can out of the English text book, The have picked over 
the dry bones once or twice by this time and further picking 
has proven disagreeable and unprofitable work. Let them 
approach the subject from the higher ground of Latin and 
many difficult principles become simple appearing in a new 
light,interest is awakened in the work, and by the end of the 
year they have learned not only technical grammar but a 
good deal of the history of the English language as well. 

In spelling, the use of the text book has been dropped in 
the lower grades and, in the upper grades, books are used 
only when work in the other studies has ceased to furnish 
words enough. The method of teaching spelling is care- 
fully carried out as outlined in the State Program of Studies. 

In penmanship I most emphatically advise a change in 
copy books. The Morse copy books seem to possess advan- 
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tages over any others,but even with these excellent guides, 
good work is accomplished only when the teachers insist 
upon, and everlastingly insist upon, the muscular move- 
ment. Pupils in the upper grades who have been taught 
the vertical system are allowed to continue in it, but the 
beginners are taught the half slanc system . 

The text book work in geography is now begun in the 
fourth grade instead of in the fifth and the course ends with . 
the eighth year. Intensive study of United StatesHistory 
‘is taken up in the eighth and ninth years and the course in 
the program of studies is followed . 

I have written somewhat in detail upon the essential 
studies of our school work because I believe it is of vital 
importance to every child in your town that the foundation 
of his education be wisely laid and I believe, also, parents 
are interested to know something of the methods by which 
their children are being educated . 


EYESIGHT TEST . 


The vision of all pupils has been most carefully tested 
by the Snellen letter-cards. The object of this test was 
to discover unsupsected cases of defective eye-sight and 
co-operate with parents in the care of their children. It is 
enly one step in an effort to improve the physical condition 
of many children whose mental and moral development is, 
no doubt, seriously impeded by defects of vision or hearing, 
decayed teeth, adenoids, etc. ‘‘A healthy mind in a 
healthy body” is an old saying containing much truth, a 
small part of which we have as yet, applied in a practica 
way. if

step in the right direction and would not only benefit the 
‘children physically and mentally, but also enable the 
teachers to cover more fully the work laid down in the State
